‘These Da ys’

SPIES 
Nations during war and peace have alway s 
employ ed spies of one k ind or another. Generally , 
while the espionage is welcome, the spies are not 
alway s unsavory persons. They are often suspect­ 
ed of selling whatever information they collect 
to both sides. The most modern practice is to or­ 
ganize espionage professionally because so many 
technical phases are involved, including the steal­ 
ing and break ing of codes. All espionage work of 
the American Government is centered in the 
C.I.A. The Russians not only employ the MVD 
(formerly NKVD and the GPU) for this purpose, 
but also the Fourth Bureau of the Army and the 
International Communist organization. Theirs is 
an extremely complicated enterprise. 
Espionage is an ordinary operation of state­ 
craft and each spy is an expendable person. Noel 
and Hermann Field, Americans, were believed by 
the Russians to have been double or triple agents. 
They are now probably dead. W hittak er Cham­ 
bers and Elizabeth Bentley have t<pld their stories 
and several Americans are in prison because of 
them, including Alger Hiss. However, espionage 
organizations are built on* the assumption that 
here and there a spy will betray his employ ers or 
will disappear off the face of the earth. Such per­ 
sons are immediately replaced and the work goes 
on. 
It is stupid to believe that because some have 
been uncovered in this country or in Great Britain 
or France that others have not gone to work in 
their stead. Both espionage and counter-pspionage 
must be continuing jobs. For instance, it must be 
assumed that someone took the place of Dr. Otto 
John in West Germany before John exposed him­ 
self by going over to East Germany .

Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg were condemned to death 
for their espionage activities, but Dr. Klaus Fuchs 
only got a sentence of 14 y ears in England for 
doing the same thing. True Fuchs confessed and 
the Rosenborgs did not, but wdthout Fuchs’s con­ 
fession the Gold-Greenglass-Rosenberg outfit in 
this country might never have been convicted. As 
a m atter of fact, the FBI and the United States 
Attorney in New York came close to them sev­ 
eral y ears before they were actually indicted and 
alway s failed to mak e the connection.

VALUE OF X-RAY EXAMINATION 
Many phy sicians these day s recommend an 
X-ray examination of an injury despite the fact 
that they feel sure of their diagnosis. Thus in 
the case of a brok en bone, the first thought 
should be an X-ray examination which may show 
a tiny splinter of bone or other hidden damage 
to the part which might very easily have escaped 
the doctor’s notice or have been impossible for 
him to detect without X-ray . 
Thus wc find Drs. John Evans and Sy dney Wein- 
traub, Clinical Professors of Radiology at Cor­ 
nell Medical School, stating that there is no 
major branch of medical science that does not 
lean heavily on X-ray methods for the detection, 
recognition and identification of disease processes* 
In the past 25 y ears there have been the develop­ 
ment of cholecy stography (X-ray of the gall blad­ 
der), urography (X-ray of the urinary tract), 
bronchography (bronchial tree in the lungs), en­ 
cephalography (brain), angiocardiography (X-ray 
of the chambers of the heart, and a host of other 
techniques which are extremely helpful in diag­ 
nosing and k nowing what is going on in the 
various sy stems of the body . 
In addition to these new fields of examina­ 
tion by X-ray , there have been various improve­ 
ments over the old sy stems in which complete 
X-ray examination took so long. For example, for 
many y ears the small bowTel had been a sort of 
“no man’s land” of the gastrointestinal tract be­ 
cause proper examination had been so time-con­ 
suming. Half-hourly or hourly films were tak en 
for six hours or longer. To’ improve this situation, 
radiologists came up with a new solution in which 
to put the barium so that it passed through the 
small bowel in one hour with the use of only 
three or four films. (Barium is a white, odorless 
tasteless powder that is tak en before X-ray be­ 
cause it shows up white on the dark film of the 
X-ray ). 
By means of the barium enema, cancerous 
conditions of the lar£ £ bowel can be diagnosed 
with a high degree of accuracy . 
X-ray examination is used with great fre­ 
quency during the treatment of ulcer of the stom­ 
ach. These radiologists advise that after a pa­ 
tient has been placed under medical treatment 
for ulcer, he should be examined by X-ray every 
two week s for six week s. 
If the ulcer niche or crater has not disappear­ 
ed in that time, or if it has disappeared and then 
come back again within the six wfeek s, surgery is 
indicated.

He has y our best in­ 
terests at heart.

SPIES 
Nations during war and peace have always 
employed spies of one kind or another. Generally, 
while the espionage is welcome, the spies are not 
always unsavory persons. They are often suspect­ 
ed of selling whatever information they collect 
to both sides. The most modern practice is to or­ 
ganize espionage professionally because so many 
technical phases are involved, including the steal­ 
ing and breaking of codes. All espionage work of 
the American Government is centered in the 
C.I.A. The Russians not only employ the MVD 
(formerly NKVD and the GPU) for this purpose, 
but also the Fourth Bureau of the Army and the 
International Communist organization. Theirs is 
an extremely complicated enterprise. 
Espionage is an ordinary operation of state­ 
craft and each spy is an expendable person. Noel 
and Hermann Field, Americans, were believed by 
the Russians to have been double or triple agents. 
They are now’ probably dead. W hittaker Cham­ 
bers and Elizabeth Bentley have told their stories 
and several Americans are in prison because of 
them, including Alger Hiss However, espionage 
organizations are built on* the assumption that 
here and there a spy will betray his employers or 
will disappear off the face of the earth. Such per­ 
sons are immediately replaced and the work goes 
on. 
It is stupid to believe that because some have 
been uncovered in this country or in Great Britain 
or France that others have not gone to work in 
their stead. Both espionage and counter-pspionage 
must be continuing jobs. For instance, it must be 
assumed that someone took the place of Dr. Otto 
John in West Germany before John exposed him­ 
self by going over to East Germany. He may even 
have trained his successor.

France is more serious than usual because such 
important figures are involved, but those in 
France are not in more important posts than 
H arry Dexter White held or than some of the 39 
Americans in the United Nations, who were 
brought before the Federal Grand Jury in New 
York or before the McCarran Committee, held. 
It is very difficult to prove espionage in a 
country such as ours because spies naturally do 
no arrange to be caught. Abraham Brothman, for 
instance, who was engaged in “industrial espio­ 
nage,” was convicted, not tor espionage, but for 
obstructing justice in the Harry Gold case. Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg were condemned to death 
for their espionage activities, but Dr. Klaus Fuchs 
only got a sentence of 14 years in England for 
doing the same thing. True Fuchs confessed and 
the Rosenborgs did not, but without Fuchs’s con­ 
fession the Gold-Greenglass-Rosenberg outfit in 
this country might never have been convicted. As 
m atter of fact, the FBI and the United States 
Attorney in New' York came close to them sev­ 
eral years before they were actually indicted and 
always failed to make the connection.

The disappearance of Guy Burgess and Don­ 
ald MacLean, British Foreign Office men of im­ 
portance, behind the Iron Curtain may never be 
correctly explained, but the accepted inference is 
that they were engaged in espionage and if so, 
their knowledge was sufficiently important to 
have them removed from detention and im­ 
prisonment in their own country.

That Body of Yours

VALUE OF X-RAY EXAMINATION 
Many physicians these days recommend an 
X-ray examination of an injury despite the fact 
that they feel sure of their diagnosis. Thus in 
the case of a broken bone, the first thought 
should be an X-ray examination which may show 
a tiny splinter of bone or other hidden damage 
to the part which might \ery easily have escaped 
the doctor’s notice or have been impossible for j 
him to detect without X-ray. 
Thus we find Drs. John Evans and Sydney Wein- 
traub, Clinical Professors of Radiology at Cor­ 
nell Medical School, stating that there is no 
major branch of medical science that does not 
lean heavily on X-ray methods for the detection, 
recognition and identification of disease processes! 
In the past 25 years there have been the develop­ 
ment of cholecystography (X-ray of the gall blad­ 
der), urography (X-ray of the urinary tract), 
bronchography (bronchial tree in the lungs), en­ 
cephalography (brain), angiocardiography (X-ray 
of the chambers of the heart, and a host of other 
techniques which are extremely helpful in diag­ 
nosing and knowing what is going on in the 
various systems of the body. 
In addition to these new fields of examina­ 
tion by X-ray, there have been various improve­ 
ments over the old systems in which complete 
X-ray examination took so long. For example, for 
many years the small bowel had been a sort of 
“no man’s land” of the gastrointestinal tract be­ 
cause proper examination had been so time-con­ 
suming. Half-hourly or hourly films wrere taken 
for six hours or longer. To’ improve this situation, 
radiologists came up wdth a new' solution in which 
to put the barium so that it passed through the 
small bowel in one hour with the use of only 
three or four films. (Baiium is a white, odorless 
tasteless powder that is taken before X-ray be­ 
cause it shows up white on the dark film of the 
X-ray). 
By means of the barium enema, cancerous 
conditions of the lar¿? bowel can be diagnosed 
with a high degree of accuracy. 
X-ray examination is used with great fre­ 
quency during the treatm ent of ulcer of the stom­ 
ach. These radiologists advise that after a pa­ 
tient has been placed under medical treatm ent 
for ulcer, he should be examined by X-ray every 
two weeks for six weeks 
If the ulcer niche or crater has not disappear­ 
ed in that time, or if it has disappeared and then 
come back again within the six weeks, surgery is 
indicated.

He has your best in­ 
terests at heart.

Actu ally , Sou th had no prob­ 
lem at all. He knew where the 
qu een of tru mps was ju st as 
su rely as thou g h he had seen it. 
East su rely had the qu een of 
tru mps becau se he had so ob­ 
v iou sly av oided leading a third 
rou nd of spades. Sou th there­ 
fore finessed qu ickly and confi­

Tourney Comes Up 
With Odd Hand

The approach of the Metro­ 
politan 
Championships,

tournament. One of the players 
found himself so marked with a 
particular card that he might 
just as well have taken it out of 
his hand and put it face up on 
the table.’

Now, you might think that 
South would have to stop to 
agonize over the second round 
of the trum p suit. Should he 
finesse, or should be put up the 
king of trumps in the hope of 
dropping the queen? 
Actually, South had no prob­ 
lem at all. He knew where the 
queen of trumps was just a s 1 
surely as though he had seen it. 
East surely had the queen of 
trumps because he had so ob­ 
viously avoided leading a third 
round of spades. South there­ 
fore finessed quickly and confi­ 
dently on the second round of 
trumps,

with no further difficulty. 
Here is declarer’s full line of ¡ 
reasoning: If East started with ¡

Social Security 
Law Provisions 


George 
J. 
Johnson, 
district 
manager of the Social Security 
Administration, submits the fol­ 
lowing article on the provisions 
of the Social Security Law: 
Beginning next year, the con­ 
ditions under which benefits can 
be paid while a person is work­ 
ing will be changed. The earn­ 
ings test for the employed and 
the self-employed will 
be the 
same: ail earned income will be 
judged on a yearly basis after 
1954. 
Under the old law, only the 
earnings permitted to self-em­ 
ployed 
beneficiaries under age 
75 
were 
judged 
on 
a 
yearly 
basis. 
They u'ere allowed net 
earnings, from covered work up 
to $900 a year without loss of 
benefits. A wage earner under 
75 lost one benefit payment for 
each month in which he earned 
over $75 in work covered by so­ 
cial security. With wage earn­ 
ers and self-employed persons 
now 
placed 
on 
a 
comparable 
basis for retirem ent test pur­ 
poses, the basis for one of the 
most persistent criticisms of the 
old law’ has been Removed. 


AFTER 1954, if you are under 
age 
72, 
and 
getting 
monthly 
benefit payments as a retired 
w’orker, you are permitted earn­ 
ings from employment or self- 
employment of as much as $1,- 
200 in a year. The total of al­ 
lowable 
earnings, 
however, 
is 
the combinatiqp of any earnings 
from both employment and self- 
: employment. Furthermore, earn- 
, ings from 
any kind of work 
must be counted, whether or not 
the work is covered by the so- 
; cial security law. 


HERE IS an example how the 
new law will work. 
Mr. Jones 
retired 
last 
year and 
started 
, getting 
old-age 
benefit 
pay­ 
ments. He took a seasonal job 
! last summer at $80 a month for 
¡ three months. Since he exceeded 
the $75 a month limitation on 
earnings, he could not get pay­ 
ments for those three months. 
His 
brother, 
also retired 
and 
getting 
old-age 
benefit 
pay­ 
ments, 
has 
a 
small 
business. 
Last year, he had net earnings 
of 
$800 
from 
that 
business, 
which did not affect his benefit 
payments. Moreover, he took a 
seasonal job for two months and 
had a wage income of $75 a 
month from that source. This 
additional earned income did not 
affect his benefit payments. 


IN' 1955, and thereafter, the 
picture will be different. Mr. 
Jones will be permitted to take 
a seasonal job next sum m er at 
any wage without losing any of 
his 
months’ 
benefit 
payments 


his social security benefits for 
the month no m atter how much 
his total y ea r’s earnings might 
be. By the same token, if his 
brother did not render substan- 
tional services in self-employ­ 
m ent for any month, or did not 
have wages m excess of $80 in 
th at month, he could accept his 
benefit check for that month 
regardless of total earnings. As 
limitations 
on 
earnings 
for 
beneficiaries apply only to per­ 
sons under age 72, both Mr. 
Jones and his brother can have 
earnings of any amount after 
reaching that age and still ac­ 
cept all their benefit payments. 
We wish to caution all bene­ 
ficiaries that the new’ law’ as to 
income from wages and self em ­ 
ployment does not go into ef­ 


fect until January 1955. The old 
law prevails for the rest of this 
year.

Most of State’s 21 Deaths 
Could Have Been Avoided 


Albany, Oct. 20 UP)—A back­ 
ward glance at the 21 deaths 
chalked up by Hurricane Hazel 
in New York—highest toll of 
all the states clawed by the 
storm — indicates most might 
have been avoided. 
The count includes five traf­ 
fic fatalities, six deaths from 
electric shock, one victim of a 
heart attack, six persons fatally 
injured by falling objects and 
three who died in falls. 
One man either fell or was 
blown from his ladder while 
painting a trailer, a woman was 
killed when she fell down cellar 
stairs while searching for can­ 
dles and another man fell from 
a utility pole while trying to re­ 
trieve an extension cord. 


THE TRAFFIC fatalities oc­ 
curred on streets and highways 
lashed by the winds and rains of 
savage Hazel. 
Two of the six persons who 
died of electric shock were a 
boy who became entangled In 
a fallen power line and his wife 
who died trying to save him. A

Tobacco Research 
Is Planned 
New York, Oct. 20 (A5)—A big- 
scale research program has been 
launched by the tobacco indus­ 
try’s scientific advisory board in 
an effort to pin down tobacco’s 
exact effect on human life. 
It will include lung cancer 
studies in 10 major medical cen­ 
ters, a wide survey of people’s 
smoking habits together with 
emotional patterns and other 
factors, and a variety of experi­ 
ments with animals. 
The various research projects, 
to be financed with a $500,000 
tobacco industry fund, were out­ 
lined by the scientific board set 
up to put the program in mo­ 
tion. 
ITS ANNOUNCEMENT gave 
only a general picture. Specific 
research grants are to be an­ 
nounced later. 
Meanwhile, 
one 
researcher 
who has linked cancer with ciga­ 
rette smoking urged that the 
tobacco industry concentrate ef­ 
forts on producing a “safe” I 
cigarette. 
Dr. E. Cuyler Hammond, sta­ 
tistical director of the American 
Cancer Society, said it is “near­ 
ly impossible” to prove conclu­ 
sively wh( ther smoking is or is 
not a faclor in cancer or heart 
disease.

Abou t Qu arreling Parents 


By MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 


Lou belongs to a club of teen-age girls. At their last get-to­ 
gether they suddenly realized they held meetings only in the homes 
of two members. And asked themselves “ Why ? ” 
They passed their answer along to me. They say the homes of 
most club members have to be discounted because the parents in 
them are either fighting, about to fight or have just finished fight­ 
ing. 
* 
Lou writes: “ We are sick of it. Parents are alway s complaining 
that teen-agers won't stay home. If they ’d stop quarreling with each 
other, may be we would. Who wants friends in her house if she 
never knows what her parents may say to each other in front of 
them? ” 
Nobody would. But why have these y oungsters told me about 
their feelings? Why don’t they ex press them to their parents? 
Let me suggest this, club members: If we live with quarreling 
people, we have to learn to ex press our feelings. 
For such people, no matter what their age, are uncertain about 
their own feelings. What affection they have for the other person 
is all mix ed up with resentment that he’s not somebody else. 
This uncertainty is so absorbing that they can give none of their 
attention to the feelings of any one else. So if we live with them, 
we have to break through to them with the news that we have a 
feeling or two ourselves. 
If we are kind and firm, we may get results. But if we angrily 
interrupt their quarreling, we won’t. The quarrelers will strike out 
at us blindly as urgently awakened sleepwalkers. 
So y ou see the problem, club members. Can y ou find enough 
kindness and firmness to distract y our parents’ attention from 
themselves without getting hurt? 
If y ou haven’t enough, let me urge each of y ou to do this: think 
through the desire for a home y ou can respect. Is it a good one? 
Is it loving or cruel to say to two people who don’t know how to 
protect themselves against criticism: 
“ Look. I know y ou and love y ou both. But my friends -don’t 
know y ou. They get a bad impression of y ou when y ou fight in front 
of them. This hurts me. It embarrasses me. I don’t want them to 
think of y ou as just fighting people. So when they come here, 
please remember how I feel.” 
If y ou want y our parents to respect y our desire, y ou’ll have to 
develop better respect for it y ourselves. Right now y ou haven’t 
enough—or y ou wouldn’t be complaining about them to others, as 
though y our wish to respect them was something to be ashamed of.

Lou belongs to a club of teen-age girls. At their last get-to­ 
gether they sutldenly realized they held meetings only in the homes 
of two member's. And asked themselves “Why?” 
They passed their answer along to me. They say the homes of 
most club members have to be discounted because the parents in 
them are either fighting, about to fight or have just finished fight­ 
ing.

, . 
Lou writes: “We are sick of it. Parents are always complaining 
that teen-agers won't stay home. If they’d stop quarreling with each 
other, maybe we would. W’ho wants friends in her house if she 
never knows what her parents may say to each other in front of 
them ?” 
Nobody would. But why have these youngsters told me about 
their feelings? Why don’t they express them to their parents? 
Let me suggest this, club members: If we live with quarreling 
people, we have to learn to express our feelings. 
For such people, no matter what their age, are uncertain about 
their own feelings. What affection they have for the other person 
is all mixed up with resentment that he’s not somebody else. 
This uncertainty is so absorbing that they can give none of their 
attention to the feelings of anyone else. So if we live with them, 
we have to break through to them with the news that we have a 
feeling or two ourselves. 
If we are kind and firm, we may get results. But if w’e angrily 
interrupt their quarreling, we won’t. The quarrelers will strike out 
at us blindly as urgently awakened sleepwalkers. 
So you see the problem, club members. Can you find enough 
kindness and firmness to distract your parents’ attention from 
themselves without getting hurt? 
If you haven’t enough, let me urge each of you to do this: think 
through the desire for a home you can respect. Is it a good one? 
Is it loving or cruel to say to two people who don’t know how to 
protect themselves against criticism: 
“Look, I know you and love you both. But my friends >don’t 
know you.
